The Hafner-Lothmann Plant 
Loses Two Buildings. 


THEY BURNED LIKE TINDERS 


PLANING AND SASH MILLS WERE 
DESTROYED. 


Structures and Their Contents Were 
Quickly Consumed, Although En- 
tire Available Fire Department 
Force Was Summoned. 


Two large buildings, owned by the Tfaf:- 
ner-Lothmann Manufacturing Co., at Ccm- 
mercial and Dock streets, were burned, be- 
tween 1 and 2 o’clock Saturday afternoon, 
entailing a loss estimated by Fire Chief 
Swingley at $150,000, 

The plant is located in the 3200 block, 
north, alongside the railroad tracks, near 
ihe river. 

Three freight cars on the M., K. & T. 
Railroad tracks were destroyed and a 
dozen others were scorched. 

A general alarm was turned in at 1 
o'clock, summoning a great force of fire en- 
gines to the scene. 

At 1:40 o'clock many of them were ordered 
back to their quarters, but at 2 o’clock one- 
third of the engines in St. Louis were work- 
ing on the fire. 

The Hafner-Lothmann plant extends 300 
feet on Commercial street and 250 feet on 
Dock street. 

Up to the time of the fire it cosisted of 
a planing mill, a two-story brick building 
and a sash and door works, three-story 
brick, both extensive 

The sash and door building caught first. 
It was wholly destroyed. 

In this building was stored $60,000 worth 
of glass and $15,000 worth of paint and oil. 

All this was burned. 

In the yards surrounding the buildings 
was $20,000 worth of lumber, nearly all of 
which was burned, 

Before the walls of the sash and door 
works had fallen: in, the planing mill 
caught fire and by 2 o’chwck it was doomed. 

A. Klug, a fireman attached to engine 
company No. 20, was overheated by the 
flames and collapsed. He was taken to the 
North End Dispensary for treatment and 
subsequently was removed to his home at 
5316 Condon avenue.

This was the rend of the expressions 
made by members of the press and publi- 
citv committee Saturday at a meeting 
which was attended by President Francis 
and Director Halsey C. Ives of the fine arts 
department. 

The meeting was called to enable Mr. 
Ives to express his views on the character 
of he emblem the Louisiana Purchase 
Corporation should adopt. 

Before the conference began, Mr. Ives ex- 
amined the .150 designs for an emblem that 
have been heen submitted by local and 
foreign artists and draftsmen. 

Hle was asked by President Francis if 
he considered any of them available. He 
said he could not answer that question 
without examining them more carefully. 

A casual examination, he said, had not 
revealed qualities in any of them which the 
emblem should possess. 


He then expressed his opinion that the 
talent of the world should be invited to 
contribute designs. 

He characterized 
commensurate with 
Worhl's Fair.’’ 

Hie reiterated the suggestion he made to 
Committeeman John Schroers recently, in 
which he advocated the appointment of the 
commission, to consist of two famous pain- 
ters, two scupltors, two architects and a 
historian, which should.be empowered to 
arrange for a competition and pass upon 
the designs submitted.

This commission should be paid liberally, 
he said, and should be supplied with funds 
to carry on its work in a dignified manner.

A GOOD ROADS PROPOSITION. 


The development of interurban electric railways in the Jop- 
lin district suggests a method by which the townspeople and 
farmers in all other parts of Missouri could further the good 
roads movement at little cost to themselves. 

in this district several small towns are connected by electric 
lirfes, the length of track now being 41 miles. An addition of 
61 miles is now contemplated, so that Southeast Missouri may 
soon have over 100 miles of electric roads running through a 
mountainous country region. 

The townsmen and farmers in districts where good roads are 
needed should get together and induce capitalists to build 
electric lines along state and county roads on the distinct un- 
derstanding that, in return for the right of way, the building 
should include road making. The cOmpanies should be ex- 
pected to grade and keep in order the highway alongside their 
tracks. 

If this could be done, it would be a great step forward. And 
it would pay all concerned. This extension of electric lines 
through the country will come in any event. But it may be 
hastened and made to further the good roads movement by 
the right kind of enterprise.

generally. True, rain-making has been at- 
tempted by individual efforts within a de- 
cade or so past in an isolated way and 
sort o' popgun fashion, with Httle er no 
results; it requires a violent concussion or 
disturbing of ‘the atmosphere as tis. evi- 
denced by the subsequent copious rainfalls 
resultant from heavy cannonading during 
the battles of the rebellion. , 
That rain-making by this method was 
perfectly understood 3500 years ago is evi- 
dent from Job 38, 34. In the establishment 
of rain-making stations, which theery is 
not only feasible, but praetioable, a two- 
fold benefit would result; while irrigation 
is well enough in its way and a thing to 
be commended, it must be remembered that 
there are millions of acres which for obvi- 
ous reasons are not susceptible to. irriga- 
tion, but with rain-making stations equally 
distributed, as aforesaid, and the bom rd- 
ment of the heavens at proper time the 
whole country would receive an equable 
supply of rain.

Whitney was in- 
duced by Dillon to call at the rooms Or 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime, 
and while there was arrested. He imme- 
diately tossed a bundle of papers out of the 
window. These papers were recovered’ by 
@ policeman on the watch. Among them 
was found a duplicate list of poolrooms 
‘which Whitney had previously supplied to 
Pee oe the most remarkable phases of 
the developments, as related by Frank 
Moss in the presence of the executive com- 
mittee of the society, was the statement 
that 30° poolrooms were emptied promptly 
by means of telephone communications fol- 
lowing lines laid down by Whitney in his 
arrangements with Dillon, some of the mes- 
gages being sent through police headquar- 
ters direct to the captains or sergeants [nm 
charge of precincts . which the gambling 

ses were in operation.

The health commissioner holds that the 
city has passed the stage in its growth 
where the extension of cemeteries can be 


he says, to abandon existing cemeteries, 
and, after a few years, remove the bodies 
interred in them to new burial places out- 
side the city. 

Immediate action is recommended in es- 
tablishing a home for feeble-minded and 
epileptic children. 

Attention is called by the health commis- 
sioner to the fact that other cities have in- 
stitutions for the care of unfortunate chil- 
dren of this class and that St. Louis is 
one of the few cities in the United States 
where such patients are sent to insane asy- 
lums and poorhouses. 

The new state home for the feeble-mind- 
ed at Marshall is not likely, Dr. Starkloff 
says, to afford the city much relief. He has 
been informed that this institution will 
probably not be able to accommodate more 
than six patients from 8t. Louis. 

In this city the usual policy has been to 
send the children to the insane asylum. 
This, the health commissioner says, is a de- 
plorable necessity. Those who have to be 
sent to the poorhouse find themselves in 
surroundings no more encouraging, and 
tending to the continuance instead of the 
cure of the affliction.
